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Appellant Sac & Fox Tribe of the Mississippi in Iowa seeks review of a decision issued on
October 19, 1995, by the Contracting Ofticer, Minneapolis Area Office, Bureau of Indian Affairs
(Contracting Officer; BIA), denying appellant's request to modify P.L. 93-638 Contract
#CTF51T49020 for the U.S. Highway 30 Construction Project.

In a November 21, 1995, pre-docketing notice and order requesting jurisdictional
information, the Board questioned whether this appeal was properly before it, noting that
decisions issued by BIA contracting officers are usually appealable to the Interior Board of
Contract Appeals.

On December 4, 1995, the Board received a letter from the Contracting Officer stating:
"The appropriate and proper forum for [this] appeal * * * should be the Interior Board of
Contract Appeals, therefore we request that [the] appeal to your office be remanded to us. We
will notify [appellant] of the appropriate appeal forum." Enclosed with the letter was a copy of a
November 30, 1995, letter to appellant, advising it of the procedures for appealing to the Interior
Board of Contract Appeals.

Therefore, pursuant to the authority delegated to the Board of Indian Appeals by the
Secretary of the Interior, 43 CFR 4.1, this appeal from the Contracting Officer's October 19,
1995, decision is docketed and dismissed for lack of jurisdiction.
